Umton, li»«rty, equality and a protective tarrff 
have largely contributed in making M.000,000 
of peeale the best fed, th* best clothed, the 
happitit, the most iatelligent and powerful 
that ever existed on earth. The elevation of 
lahor by the abolition of slavery and th* utter 
repudiation of caste and aristocracy hy the 
Bepnblioaa party has opened to free moo aad 
free laaor every acre of laad within the Jurf«- 
dlctioB of th* united States, and hai enabled 
the toiling millions of the North aad ef the 
Boath to associate in one common brotherhood 
fer the proteetioa of their, vighta and the ad- 
vancement ot their intellectual aad material 
prosperity. , 
II. 


We arraign the Democratic administration of 
President Cleveland for having fulled to keep 
the pledge* on which it caste into power. It 
premised economy and retrenchment, aad ha* 
lieen moat extravagant in, expeaditare* an* ap- 
propriation*, which, for the current year, 
largely exceed the abundant r*ven»*» of the 
GOve'raineat. It promised to reduce'Kh* sui- 
plnfin.the Tresaury, but revorsing the cnle of 
previaa* Admlnistratioui, haa permitted sach 
larplu* to lie idle and accumulate to the In- 
jury of ih* business of the country, aait ha* 
refn*fd to approve of the action of a large 
aiajef Ity of both Bouses of Congress directing 
that sach sarplas *e applied in payiaoat of the 
iatereat-fcearing debt of the country • It prom- 
pted to care for and grv* attention to the dis- 
abled soldiers and sailors of the late war, aad 
ku treated with contemptuous veto* every 
peasioa bill against which it coviA *nd aay. 
•hadow of technical ebjectlon. It promised 
t* prelect the person snd property of citizens 
both at home and abroad, and to maintain the 
dignity and honor of the nation, yet tu it* re- 
lation With Great Britain it ha* nhowa itself 
uawilliag to give protection, to either p*r*oa 
or property, aad ha* penaifted our tag to be 
insulted, withaui proper pioteat, almeat in 


in the capital of this State. It has ased th* 
entire power of the Administration to destroy 
ailver a* money, and by a refusal to execute 
the law and pay out silver for Government 
dues has kept the metal out of circulation, and 
by various devices it has reduced the price of 
silver since the inauguration of President 
Cleveland more than fifteen per cent. It haa 
closed many of our silver mines, and thrown 
thousands of honest laborers oat of employ- 
ment. 


III. 


Wo fsvor a tariff upon tin imported products 


of low-priced foreign laber, so as to prstect 
the interests of American wage-workers, and 
for the development of American industries. 
We demand in behalf of our mining iuteresta 
the maintenance af the presaut tariff on lead, 
borax, soda and other mineral productions, 
and la behalf of our wool-growing interest* a 
restoration of the wool tariff of 1887, aod we 
denounce the recent attempt of the Democratic 
majority in the N»tlou»l Bovse of Representa- 
tives to pass the Morrison bill reducing the 
tariff on the produ< ts uf our mines and placing 
wool on the free list. IT. 


We believe in American soil for American 
citizens, and are opposed to non-resident aliens 
becoming landowners. The public domain 
should be reserve* as homesteads for actual 
settlers, and the accumulation of large tract* 
or bodies of land iu the hand* of corporations 
or individuals should be discouraged, and in 
the case ef land grants to railroad corporations 
nuere the corporations have failed to comply 
with the conditions of the grants the land 
should be forfeited to the General Government, 
and held for tha benefit of actual settler*. 
r. 


We favor the intelligent organization of la- 
bor for such worthy purposes as mutual *dn- 
oatloa and for the protection of their interests 
in all things relating to thtir welfsre and to 
the industrial weUnre of the country, and w* 
favor the enactment of State and national 
laws providing tor the settlement of contro- 
versies hetween employers and employee* by 
method* of voluatary arbitration, ut by the 
establishment of courts of conciliation, -which 
will avoid the w«»te, loss and Ill-feeling re- 
Baiting from strikes and lock-uats, and the 
H»ual expcnsa ef litigation. 


VI. 


We denounce tha action ef tke Democratic 


Houao of Representativea at its last session m 
striking from the till to compensate the citi 
gen* of this State for losses nista.iiud.tn th* 
Indian, war of 1860 all claims for supplies fur 
iiished for the suppression of Indian hostilities, 
and also for sei vices rendered during that 
memorable struggia ,in which the livea of a 
1 «rge, number of oar most respected citizens 
were sacrificed.

We denounce the pretenss of the Democratic 


party of having sympathy for the etuae of lo- 
cal self-government iu Ireland while the Dem- 
ocratlc House of Kcprcseatatives.iu Committee 
of the Whole, repeatedly refused to endorse 
that principle. In the months of April and 
Juno last that body, by Democratic votes, en 
several occasions rejected a resolution indors- 
ing a free Parliam-at for Ireland, which Is la 
the following wor*»- 
" nesolved thst the House of RepresenUtives 
earnestly sympathizes with Bight Hon. Wm, 
E. Gladstone and his associates in their efforts 
te secure a free Parliament for the peop e of 
Ireland, aud congratulate* the people of thst 
hitherto unhappy country upon the prospect 
of an e«rly and sue essful termination ef theiri 
long and patriotic t truggie for the right of local 
self government." 
Thereby destroying the growth of a libera 
spirit througheat Great Britain.

We commead the efforts of 8en»tor Jones and 
Congressman Woodburn In obtaining an ap- 
propriation"of SdO.COO for public land surveys 
in this State, and w« condemn the action of the 
Commissioner of the General Land OSeein 
wi hholding moneys appropriated fer that pur- 
pose, and particularly condema the aciion of 
senator Fair in absenting himself from Wash- 
IngtsB during all the time when appropria 
tions ior this State were under consideration 
by ths Senst*. 


IX 


We endorse the action of Senator Jones and 
Congressman Woodburn in their efforts to sup- 
press polygamy in Utah, and to cheek the 
growth of disloyalty to the Qoveinment in that 
Territory, and we fully endorse the principles 
of the bill* introduced for that purpose by 
Congressman Woodburn. We endorse the ac- 
tion of the Republican Senate in paising in 
the early day* of the last session of Oongrega a 
bill well calculated to suppress the growing 
evil of polygamy, and check the growth of the 
hostile power of the Mormon Chkrch, which is 
threatening the peace and tarnishing the good 
aauieef the United States.

Expenditure* beyond the mean* ef private 
individuals are required for survey*, engineer- 
ing and the construction ef reservoirs, canal* 
and other hydraulic works, f«r the purpose of 
irrigation in this mate. We, therefore, fever 
liberal appropriations by Congress for surveys, 
both hyiroRraphtcal and topographical, to as. 
certain hew the waters of this States which BOW 
run to waste in Jtood.tiae, may »e stored and 
utilized fer the purpose of agriculture, to the 
end that whim all th* facts are known, suitable 
nid May be obtained from Congress to enable the 
Government ef the United States to dispose of 
its lands, and to enable the people ** settle upon 
and oocnpy the situs.

Kssolved, That two year*' experience ha* 
demonstratsd that the present]*!? law, which 
compels citizens, at their own expense, without
